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I  have  made  a  little  exposition  of  Methodism,  but  I  see 
it  will  be  too  long  to  present  in  full.  I  sum  it  all  up  in  one 
or  two  sentences.  As  to  its  theology,  it  takes  the  old 
theology  of  the  Christian  Church,  but  it  takes  one  element 
which  no  other  Christian  Church  has  dared  to  put  forward 
as  a  prominent  feature  of  theology.  In  ours  it  is  the  very 
point  from  which  we  view  all  theology.  Now  listen ;  I  want 
that  to  be  understood.  Knowing  exactly  what  I  say,  and 
taking  the  full  responsibility  of  it,  I  repeat,  we  are  the  only 
church  in  history,  from  the  apostles'  time  until  now,  that 
has  put  forward  as  its  very  elemental  thought — the  great 
central  pervading  idea  of  the  whole  Book  of  God  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end — the  holiness  of  the  human  soul,  heart, 
mind,  and  will.  Go  through  all  the  confessions  of  all  the 
churches,  and  you  will  find  this  in  no  other.  You  will  find 
even  some  of  them  that  blame  us  in  their  books  and  writ- 
ings. It  may  be  called  fanaticism,  but,  dear  friends,  that 
is  our  mission.  If  we  keep  to  that,  the  next  century  is  ours ; 
if  we  keep  to  that,  the  triumphs  of  the  next  century  shall 
throw  those  of  the  past  far  into  the  shade.  Our  work  is  a 
moral  work — that  is  to  say,  the  work  of  making  men  holy. 
Our  preaching  is  for  that,  our  church  agencies  are  for  that, 
our  schools,  our  colleges,  universities,  and  theological 
seminaries  are  for  that.  There  is  our  mission — there  is 
our  glory — there  is  our  power,  and  there  shall  be  the  ground 
of  our  triumph.     God  keep  us  true.

CONFERENCE  PROCEEDINGS 
Friday  Morning 

The  80th  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  convened  at  Dry  Prong  Louis- 
iana, November  5,  1926,  at  10  a.  m.

Rev.  James  Strozier  was  granted  the  privilege  to  rep- 
resent our  Book  Concern  at  Baltimore  with  a  sale  and  dis- 
play of  books  during  Conference. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  was  called  to  the  chair  while  the  Presi- 
dent submitted  his  report.  After  some  few  corrections,  his 
report  was  adopted. 

Upon  motion,  Rev.  F.  Lyman  Shows  was  elected  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Itineracy  and  Orders. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  having  arrived,  the  Conference 
adjourned  for  the  Opening  Sermon,  which  was  delivered  by 
Rev.  Lula  Wardlow. 

Friday  Afternoon 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Piatt. 
Roll  Call  was  omitted. 


Dr.  T.  H.  Lewis,  President  of  the  General  Conference, 
was  introduced  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

The  hour  having  arrived,  the  Conference  entered  into 
the  election  of  officers.  The  chair  appointed  as  tellers,  B.  F. 
Griffin,  E.  W.  Corley,  C.  L.  Ates,  J.  R.  Strozier,  F.  Lyman 
Shows,  J.  L.  Durbin. 

After  several  ballots,  the  Conference  elected  E.  0. 
Hearn,  President,  and  0.  W.  Stewart,  Secretary.  F.  Lyman 
Shows  was  elected  Treasurer.  F.  Lyman  Shows  was  re- 
elected Statistical  Secretary. 

Upon  motion,  the  same  Board  of  Church  Extension  was 
elected  for  another  year. 

Upon  motion,  the  same  Standing  District  Committee 
was  elected  for  another  year. 

Upon  motion,  Conference  adjourned. 

Friday  Evening 

Preaching  Service.  Sister  Perdue  brought  the  message 
with  power.  Penitents  came  forward.  The  Saints  were 
made  to  rejoice. 

Following  the  service,  the  President  read  out  the  ap- 
pointment of  committees. 

Benediction. 

Saturday  Morning 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  W.  P.  Fowler. 

The  President  called  the  Conference  to  order,  after 
which  the  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  were  adopted  as 
read. 

Dr.  Lewis  again  addressed  the  Conference.  He  first 
emphasized  the  importance  of  our  ministers'  reading  books. 
After  enforcing  the  need  of  a  full-time  ministry,  he  called 
on  Bro.  McVey  to  give  to  the  Brethren  his  experience  in 
co-operating  with  Dr.  Lewis'  plan  this  past  year. 

Bro.  Piatt  raised  the  question  of  the  plan  of  appoint- 
ments of  the  General  Conference  President.  After  some 
discussion  the  President  of  the  Annual  Conference  was 
empowered  to  arrange  with  Dr.  Lewis,  the  date  of  our  Con- 
ference, avoiding  conflict  with  other  annual  conference  sit- 
tings, if  possible,  so  as  to  enable  Dr.  Lewis  to  be  present.

Motion  was  made  to  receive  her  report  and,  according  to 
her  request,  prayer  was  offered  for  her  and  for  the  recovery 
of  her  son,  Bro.  Downs  leading  the  Conference  in  this 
petition. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Missions  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  Stephen  B.  Williams'  name  was  returned  to 
the  official  list. 

A  Letter-report  was  read  from  J.  A.  D.  Williams,  which 
was  adopted. 

Report  from  Committee  on  Itineracy  and  Orders  was 
read  and  adopted. 

The  hour  for  preaching  services  having  arrived,  motion 
was  made  to  adjourn,  to  reconvene  at  1:30  p.  m. 

Dr.  Lewis,  prince  of  preachers,  teacher,  educator, 
author,  venerable  executive,  brought  the  message  with 
much  love. 

Saturday  Afternoon 

Devotional  services  were  conducted  by  J.  F.  Reid. 

Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Education  was  read  and 
adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Temperance  was  read  and 
adopted. 

Report  of  Missionary,  J.  F.  Reid,  was  read  and  adopted. 

H.  H.  Cantley,  Missionary,  made  his  verbal  report, 
which  was  received. 

On  motion,  C.  E.  Ussery,  Jr.,  was  permitted  to  repre- 
sent Ussery  Chapel. 

Report  of  Committee  of  Periodicals  was  read  and 
adopted. 

The  hour  for  the  Ordination  Service  was  set  for  11:00 
o'clock  Sunday. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Memorials  was  read  and 
adopted. 

Brethren  of  the  Conference  presented  Bro.  Cantley  with 
a  beautiful  Bible,  also  a  copy  of  our  Discipline. 

Bro.  Crawford  brought  before  the  Conference  the  mat- 
ter of  placing  a  monument  at  the  grave  of  the  Sainted  J.  P. 
Patton.  An  offering  was  placed  on  the  table  toward  this 
fund  and  Bro.  Crawford  was  given  permission  to  solicit 
further  among  those  attending  Conference.  At  the  same 
time,  collection  was  taken  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Bible 
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for  the  President,  Bro.  Hearn,  which  Bible  was  formally 
presented  to  him  by  the  Conference. 

E.  M.  Mouser  presented  the  plan  for  raising  funds  and 
securing  students  for  Westminster  College.  After  some 
discussion,  and  remarks  from  Dr.  Lewis,  the  plan  was 
adopted.

Strickland  came  forward  and,  as  a  lay  delegate, 
moved  his  fellow  delegates  to  pledge  themselves  to  pay  the 
Tenth  the  ensuing  year. 

Bro.  Adams  addressed  the  Conference  with  some  help- 
ful remarks. 

J.  R.  Downs  made  his  report  as  Rescue  Missionary, 
which  was  received.  According  to  his  request,  he  was  re- 
appointed to  that  work  for  the  ensuing  year. 

J.  H.  Lewis  made  his  report  as  Missionary,  which  was 
adopted. 

On  motion,  Conference  adjourned. 
Saturday  Evening 

After  a  spirited  song  service,  Bro.  J.  R.  Downs  brought 
the  timely  message  with  great  power  and  liberty,  following 
which  the  congregation  moved  forward  to  shake  his  hand 
in  response  to  his  proposition. 

Upon  the  return  of  the  Boundary  and  Stationing  Com- 
mittee, the  President  called  the  Conference  to  order. 

The  Committee  on  Thanks  submitted  their  report, 
which  was  adopted. 

Conference  Treasurer,  W.  W.  McDonald,  made  his 
report,  which  was  adopted. 

The  decision  in  favor  of  Jonesboro  as  seat  of  the  next 
Conference  was  rescinded.  Another  vote  was  taken  and 
Chatham  was  selected. 

Committee  on  Official  Character  had  no  report  to 
submit. 

The  Statistical  Secretary  made  his  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

Report  of  Board  of  Young  Peoples  Work  was  accepted. 
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Committee  on  By-laws  and  Rules  of  Order  had  no 
changes  to  bring  up  for  consideration.  One  item  was 
changed  by  common  consent  of  the  Conference:  Where  it 
reads  that  two  days'  notice  is  to  be  given  the  Committee, 
it  was  changed  to  read  one  day. 

The  three  appointive  members  of  the  Young  Peoples 
Board  were  re-appointed  by  the  President  for  the  coming 
year. 

An  additional  report  of  the  Committee  on  Itineracy  and 
Orders  was  submitted  and  accepted. 

Upon  motion,  J.  B.  Blackburn  was  received  from  the 
Arkansas  Conference. 

S.  B.  Williams  was  re-appointed  on  the  Board  of 
Itineracy  and  Orders  for  two  years ;  Lula  Wardlow  was  re- 
appointed for  three  years. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  made  its  report,  which 
was  adopted.  It  was  moved  that  one-half  the  money  re- 
ceived by  the  Board  from  a  sale  of  timber  be  apportioned 
equally  between  Luna  and  Mt.  Pleasant  Churches. 

Lula  Wardlow  read  a  communication  from  the  Secretary 
of  our  Board  of  Education  urging  our  Conference  to 
co-operate  with  them,  especially  in  the  observance  of  Rally 
Day  and  other  special  "Days,"  and  to  do  our  part  in  helping 
our  educational  institutions. 

Bro.  F.  C.  Futrell's  name  was  dropped  from  the 
Conference  Roll. 

A  letter  was  read  to  the  Conference  stating  that  our 
brother,  J.  B.  Stennett,  was  very  sick.  Expressions  of  sym- 
pathy were  given  by  the  brethren  of  the  Conference.  Some- 
one also  reported  for  our  brother,  J.  C.  Little,  who  had  the 
sad  misfortune  of  losing  his  dear  wife.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  expressions  of  sympathy  and  condolence 
to  these  brethren,  also  to  our  brother,  P.  A.  Smart,  who  also 
had  been  bereft  of  his  good  wife. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  President  of  the  Conference 
preach  the  opening  sermon  next  year,  to  be  followed  with 
the  Sacrament  Service. 

Ten  o'clock  Sunday  morning  was  designated  as  the 
hour  for  the  Memorial  service,  Sister  Perdue  to  be  in  charge. 

The  Finance  Committee  made  a  partial  report,  which 
was  accepted,  with  the  understanding  that  it  be  completed 
and  that  another  layman  be  added  to  the  committee  if 
necessary. 
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The  Boundary  and  Stationing  Committee  made  their 
report,  which  was  adopted. 

Upon  motion,  J.  F.  Reid,  H.  H.  Cantley,  J.  H.  Lewis, 
C.  H.  Bissel,  W.  S.  Dunn,  H.  H.  Edmundson,  G.  J.  L.  Brown 
were  granted  appointments  as  missionaries.  R.  M.  Walker 
was  granted  an  Evangelistic  relationship. 

B.  Deville  was  granted  a  letter  of  standing. 
Sunday  Services 

At  10  o'clock  Sunday  morning  Memorial  Services  were 
conducted  for  our  brother,  J.  W.  Terry,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Perdue 
in  charge. 

The  Ordination  Sermon  was  preached  at  11  o'clock  by 
Dr.  Stephen  B.  Williams,  after  which  two  were  ordained 
elders. 

Sunday  afternoon,  upon  invitation,  the  Conference 
attended  the  dedication  of  the  Bentley  Church.  This  was 
a  memorable  occasion.  A  number  of  speakers  were  on  the 
program.  Rev.  F.  Lyman  Shows  preached  the  dedicatory 
sermon. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Eightieth  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  I  submit  the  following  report: 

Immediately  after  Conference  I  began  my  duties  as  President, 
continued  in  the  performance  of  same  the  best  I  could  until  now. 

We  have  made  some  progress,  in  fact  as  much  as  we  could 
expect  under  prevailing  conditions. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  revivals  during  the  year,  and  many 
of  our  people  express  themselves  as  having  a  larger  vision  of  the 
needs  of  the  Church.  This  is  gratifying,  and  makes  us  more  hopeful 
of  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Church. 

Soon  after  Conference,  Springhill  Church,  on  Arcadia  Circuit, 
was  destroyed  by  fire,  but  it  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  building. 

We  have  a  new  church  building  at  Bentley,  and  repairs  have 
been  made  on  several  church  buildings  during  the  year. 

So  the  earnest  labors  of  the  workers  have  not  been  altogether 
in  vain.  Therefore  I  believe  we  should  feel  encouraged  to  fight  the 
battle  with  greater  determination,  and  with  more  zeal  than  ever 
before.  As  we  look  back  over  the  year  we  are  made  to  realize  that 
God  has  shown  His  loving  kindness  toward  us,  inasmuch  as  His  deal- 
ings with  us  have  been  gentle  and  loving,  allowing  no  great  calamity 
to  befall  us. 

With  sadness  I  report  the  death  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Terry,  one  among 
the  oldest  ministers  of  our  Conference.  So  a  faithful,  honored  soldier 
of  the  Cross  has  left  the  battlefield  here  below  to  join  the  army  above. 
I  recommend  that  the  committee  on  Memories  arrange  for  a  memorial 
service  to  be  held  during  this  session,  and  that  his  name  be  transferred 
to  the  roll  of  Our  Sainted  Dead.

RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on  the  day 
and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  Devotional  Services. 
The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which  the  President  shall  read 
the   Annual   Report. 

Section  2.  On  the  morning  of  the  second  day  the  names  of  all 
pastors  and  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  called  and,  as  their 
names  are  called,  they  shall  deposit  their  report  with  the  Secretary, 
said  reports  to  be  dispensed  with  properly. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Con- 
ference he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to  whom  it  is 
assigned. 

Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written,  if  the 
President  and  Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  introduced 
and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read  by  the  Secretary 
or  is  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  the  possession  of 
the  Conference  any  time  before  the  amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until 
the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of,  which  may  be  done 
by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of  the  following  motions  shall 
intervene,  which  are  placed  namely:  First,  indefinite  postponement; 
Second,  laying  on  the  table;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee;  Fourth, 
postponement  to  a  given  time;  Fifth,  substitute;  Sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  may  be  amended. 
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Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  to 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully 
address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking 
except  by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from 
the  question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disrespectful  language;  but  any 
member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when 
he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when 
he  thinks  himself  misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  question  of 
privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  decide  it  a  privileged 
question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the 
Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  provided,  however,  that  the 
mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  a  motion 
to  re-consider  is  a  non-debatable  motion,  and  must  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Conference 
without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President, 
except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for  special 
reason,   excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the 
ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and  if  the  call 
be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  present,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before  the  Conference, 
except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each  chairman  of 
his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed 
one  year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Conference  one  day 
prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet 
said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 
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Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  to 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise  and  respectfully 
address  the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking* 
except  by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from 
the  question  or  uses  personalities,  or  disrespectful  language;  but  any 
member  may  call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when 
he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  when 
he  thinks  himself  misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  question  of 
privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it  shall  not  be  in 
order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President  shall  decide  it  a  privileged 
question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the 
Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  have  spoken;  provided,  however,  that  the 
mover  of  a  resolution,  or  a  committee  making  a  report,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted 
upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who 
voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration,  but  a  motion 
to  re-consider  is  a  non-debatable  motion,  and  must  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Conference 
without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question 
who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President, 
except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time  the 
question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for  special 
reason,   excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the 
ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference,  and  if  the  call 
be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  present,  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before  the  Conference, 
except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of  com- 
mittees on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each  chairman  of 
his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each  session  of  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  appointed 
one  year  in  advance,  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Conference  one  day 
prior  to  convening  of  that  body,  and  that  the  undergraduates  meet 
said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 
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Spirit  of  faith,  come  down,
